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Abstract of JP20021 33347 
PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a 
radio settlement system and its terminal 
capable of settling a transaction by one device 
and retrieving as needed various data required 
for a door-to-door selling. SOLUTION: A radio 
settlement terminal 1 of a mobile form for 
carrying out a settlement transaction of goods 
sold and a server 7 in which data on a sale is 
stored are connected by a network 3. The 
radio settlement terminal 1 accesses the 
server 7 and acquires goods data or other 
necessary data to display the data contents on 
the terminal 1. After the settlement transaction, 
the transaction data is sent from the radio 
settlement terminal 1 to the server 7 and the 
data is renewed based on the transaction data 
at the server 7.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The wireless settlement terminal of the mobile form where a door-to-door-selling member 
carries and dealings settlement of the sold goods is performed, Have the data file in which the data 
about sale were stored, have the server which performs said wireless settlement terminal and data 
communication, and the network to which said wireless settlement terminal and server are 
connected, and it sets to said wireless settlement terminal. It accesses to said server, the data about 
sale are acquired, and the contents of the data concerned are displayed. Said wireless settlement 
terminal It is the wireless settlement system which transmits dealings data to a server after dealings 
settlement of accounts, and is characterized by said server updating the contents of the data file 
based on the dealings data from a wireless settlement terminal. 

[Claim 2] It is the wireless settlement system characterized by specifying the goods with which the 
data about said sale require a wireless settlement terminal for door to door selling in a wireless 
settlement system according to claim 1 including goods data, accessing to a server, receiving the 
goods data transmitted from a server, and displaying the contents. 

[Claim 3] It is the wireless settlement system characterized by said goods data containing the data of 
an electronic catalog in a wireless settlement system according to claim 2. 
[Claim 4] Said wireless settlement terminal is a wireless settlement system characterized by 
receiving the perusal data classified by hierarchy which transmit the password which the door-to- 
door-selling member entered to a server, and are transmitted from a server, and displaying the 
contents including the perusal data classified by hierarchy with which, as for data concerning [ on a 
wireless settlement system according to claim 1 and ] said sale, perusal is restricted according to the 
hierarchy of a door-to-door-selling member. 

[Claim 5] Said wireless settlement terminal is a wireless settlement system characterized by 
receiving said document data from a server after dealings settlement of accounts, and printing and 
publishing a dealings document based on the document data concerned including the document data 
for dealings document creation with which the data about said sale are delivered to a customer in a 
wireless settlement system according to claim 1 . 

[Claim 6] It is the wireless settlement system which the dealings terminal of a store and the stock 
control terminal of a goods warehouse which sell goods are connected to said network in the wireless 
settlement system according to claim 1, transmits said stock control terminal to inventory data for 
dealings data to a server from said wireless settlement terminal and a dealings terminal again, 
respectively, and is characterized by a server updating the contents of the data file based on these 
data. 

[Claim 7] The data input section which a door-to-door-selling member is the wireless settlement 
terminal of the mobile form where carry and dealings settlement of the sold goods is performed, and 
inputs dealings data, Have the display which displays dealings data, and the communications 
department which transmits dealings data to a server, and the goods applied to door to door selling 
by said data input section are specified. The wireless settlement terminal characterized by accessing 
to the server in which goods data were stored through said communications department, receiving 
the goods data transmitted from said server in said communications department, and displaying the 
contents of the received goods data on said display. 

[Claim 8] The data input section which a door-to-door-selling member is the wireless settlement 
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terminal of the mobile form where carry and dealings settlement of the sold goods is performed, and 
inputs dealings data, Have the display which displays dealings data, and the communications 
department which transmits dealings data to a server, enter the password of a door-to-door-selling 
member from said data input section, and said communications department is minded. The wireless 
settlement terminal characterized by accessing to the server in which the perusal data classified by 
hierarchy with which perusal is restricted according to the hierarchy of a door-to-door-selling 
member were stored, receiving the perusal data classified by hierarchy transmitted from said server 
in said communications department, and displaying the received perusal data classified by hierarchy 
on said display. 

[Claim 9] The data input section which a door-to-door-selling member is the wireless settlement 
terminal of the mobile form where carry and dealings settlement of the sold goods is performed, and 
inputs dealings data, With the display which displays dealings data, and the communications 
department which transmits dealings data to a server The wireless settlement terminal characterized 
by having the printing section which prints and publishes a document, receiving from a server the 
document data for dealings document creation delivered to a customer through said communications 
department after dealings settlement of accounts, and printing and publishing a dealings document in 
said printing section based on the received document data.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the wireless settlement system and wireless 

settlement terminal suitable for door to door selling. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The system of door to door selling which a salesman visits a home and 
sells various goods, such as cosmetics, underwear, a cooking device, a lesson material, and 
insurance, is established with diversification of a goods selling gestalt. When inventory stock status, 
time for delivery, etc. of the goods which it is going to sell need to be checked, a salesman asks a 
firm and is made to tell a customer the result by telephone conventionally in such door to door 
selling. Moreover, using the portable telephone, it accesses to the in-house homepage of a firm, and, 
recently, checking inventory stock status, time for delivery, etc. of goods on a homepage is 
performed. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, while asking inventory stock status, time for 
delivery, etc. by telephone each time requires time and effort, a firm time amount, when a person in 
charge is absent, and a prompt action becomes impossible to a customer. [ by check ] Moreover, if 
data are acquired from a homepage with a portable telephone, such fault will be canceled, but since 
there is no function of dealings settlement of accounts in a portable telephone, in order to perform 
dealings settlement of the sold goods on that spot, it is necessary to bring a settlement terminal apart 
from a portable telephone. 

[0004] Moreover, in the former, although the salesman is carrying the goods catalog on the occasion 
of a visit, since it cannot respond on that spot when you have forgotten the catalog or it is able to ask 
for explanation of the goods which are not in a catalog at a visiting place, a catalog is brought, a visit 
for the second time is needed, and it may also become missing the opportunity of about [ becoming 
useless / time amount \ and sale. 

[0005] Moreover, in the former, even when a salesman needed data (for example, the sales track 
record according to customer, the sales track record according to branch, etc.) required for business 
at a going-out place etc., unless it was after these data return to the office, it was not able to peruse. 
For this reason, for the salesman, required data could not always be referred to but trouble might 
arise in operating activities. 

[0006] It is making into the technical problem for this invention to solve the above troubles and to 
offer the wireless settlement system and wireless settlement terminal which can perform settlement 
of dealings, and drawing of various data required for door to door selling at any time with one 
equipment. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem, in this 
invention, the wireless settlement terminal of the mobile form where dealings settlement of the sold 
goods is performed, and the server which has the data file in which the data about sale were stored 
are accessed from an epilogue and a wireless settlement terminal to a server in a network, the data 
about sale are acquired, and the contents of data are displayed on a terminal. Moreover, after 
dealings settlement of accounts, dealings data are transmitted to a server from a wireless settlement 
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terminal, and the contents of the data file are updated based on this dealings data by the server. 
[0008] While the function as an information terminal is added to a wireless settlement terminal by 
doing in this way, and a door-to-door-selling member only brings one set of a wireless settlement 
terminal and being able to perform dealings settlement of accounts at a visiting place, it becomes 
possible to refer to various kinds of data about sale always anywhere. 

[0009] For example, the prices of goods, time for delivery, inventory stock status, etc. can be 
immediately grasped by specifying the goods which it is going to sell, and the goods which received 
the inquiry from the customer, accessing from a wireless settlement terminal to a server, and 
receiving and displaying the goods data transmitted from a server. Moreover, if the data of an 
electronic catalog are included in goods data, even if a door-to-door-selling member does not bring a 
catalog, it can show a customer the photograph of goods etc. on the screen of a terminal. 
[0010] Moreover, for example, the password of a door-to-door-selling member can be entered into a 
wireless settlement terminal, it can transmit to a server, and the perusal data classified by hierarchy 
sent from a server can also be received and displayed. According to this, various data, such as a 
customer option top track record, a salesman option top track record, a branch option top track 
record, and a hot-selling-line-of-goods list, can be referred to, for example, these can be utilized, and 
smooth selling activities can be performed. In this case, since the contents which can peruse the 
above-mentioned data according to hierarchies (a manager, regular service, etc.) are restricted, abuse 
of data is inhibited. 

[001 1] Moreover, in this invention, document data ******** Lycium chinense for dealings 
document creation delivered to a customer grows into the data of a server, according to this — a 
wireless settlement terminal - setting - after dealings settlement of accounts — document data - 
from a server — receiving — this data — being based ~ a dealings specification, a sales slip, an 
invoice, and a bill — account draw down is carried out, and various dealings documents, such as a 
cut-form, a receipt, and a goods exchange certificate, can be printed on that spot, and can be 
published. 

[0012] Moreover, the dealings terminal of the store which sells goods, and the stock control terminal 
of a goods warehouse are connected to a network, dealings data are transmitted to a server from a 
wireless settlement terminal and a dealings terminal, inventory data are transmitted to a server from a 
stock control terminal, and you may make it update the file of a server with a wireless settlement 
terminal in this invention based on these data. Since according to this a server will collect the data of 
each base, unitary management of this will be carried out and the data of a server are updated on real 
time, in a wireless settlement terminal, the newest data can always be taken out. 
[0013] In addition, not only truth object slack goods but the immaterial goods and service like 
insurance or home care are included in the "goods" in this invention. Moreover, it is contained in 
"door to door selling" not only when a salesman visits a home, but when visiting a company, a 
government office, various organizations, a store, an office, etc. 
[0014] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Drawing 1 shows an example of the wireless settlement system 
concerning this invention. The base transceiver station where 1 performs a wireless settlement 
terminal and 2 communicates with this wireless settlement terminal 1 in drawing, The network 
where 3 was connected with the base transceiver station 2, the information processing engine by 
which 4 was connected with the network 3, The door-to-door-selling firm dealing with the goods 
which 5 requires for settlement-of-accounts engines, such as a bank and a credit card company, and 6 
requires for door to door selling, A card for the server by which 7 is installed in the door-to-door- 
selling firm 6, and 8 to settle accounts with the wireless settlement terminal 1, the dealings document 
with which 9 is published from the wireless settlement terminal 1, and 10 express the home which is 
a visiting place. 

[0015] The wireless settlement terminal 1 and the server 7 are connected by wireless through the 
network 3. Typically, a network 3 consists of the Internet and a server 7 is constituted as a WWW 
(World Wide Web) server. The information processing engine 4 relays the data sent through a 
network 3 from the wireless settlement terminal 1, performs predetermined edit, predetermined 
processing, etc. to data if needed, and distributes to the settlement-of-accounts engine 5 and the door- 
to-door-selling firm 6. The settlement-of-accounts engine 5 and the door-to-door-selling firm 6 are 
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connected to the information processing engine 4 by the circuit, respectively, and the server 7 is 
connected to the network 3 via the information processing engine 4. 

[0016] Drawing 2 shows the external view of the wireless settlement terminal 1. The wireless 
settlement terminal 1 is a thing of a mobile form which the door-to-door-selling member which visits 
a home 10 carries, and performs dealings settlement of the sold goods. In drawing 2 , 20 is the body 
of the wireless settlement terminal 1 . On this body 20 By the actuation keys 23 and 25 for making 
the antenna 21 which communicates with a base transceiver station 2, the display 22 as which 
various data are displayed, and predetermined actuation perform, the ten key 24 for data inputs, and 
the key that a salesman possesses The official-in-charge key 26 operated, the card slit 27 in which a 
card 8 ( drawing 1 ) is inserted, and the document exhaust port 28 by which the dealings document 9 
( drawing 1 ) is published are formed. 

[0017] Drawing 3 is the block diagram having shown the electric configuration of the wireless 
settlement terminal 1 . It is a card reader for the key stroke section which consists of actuation keys 
23 and 25 which 30 mentioned above, and a ten key 24 and the official-in-charge key 26, and 31 to 
read the information currently recorded on the card 8 inserted in the card slit 27, and the data input 
section is constituted by these key stroke sections 30 and card readers 31. 

[0018] The printing section for an interface in case the storage section from which 32 is constituted 
by memory, such as ROM and RAM, and 33 connect with an external instrument, the display which 
22 mentioned above, and 34 to print on the dealings document 9, the communications department 
where 35 includes an antenna 21 and a communications control circuit (illustration abbreviation), the 
power supply section where 36 becomes each part from the dc-battery which supplies a power 
source, and 37 are the control sections containing CPU for controlling each part. 
[0019] Drawing 4 is the table having shown the contents of record of data file 7a with which the 
server 7 was equipped. The data about sale of the goods data 40, the dealings data 41, the document 
data 42, the perusal data 50 classified by hierarchy, etc. are stored in data file 7a. The goods data 40 
consist of quotient lot number number 40a, trade name 40b, price 40c, 40d [ of inventories ], time- 
for-delivery 40e, and electronic catalog data 40f, and these are recorded for each goods of every. The 
dealings data 41 store temporarily the dealings data transmitted from the wireless settlement terminal 
1 . The document data 42 are data for creating the dealings document 9, and are recorded for every 
class of document. The perusal data 50 classified by hierarchy consist of customer option top track 
record 50a, quotient assortment sales track record 50b, salesman option top track record 50c, 50d of 
branch option top track records, hot-selling-line-of-goods list 50e, and 50f of percentage pay, and the 
range which can be perused according to a hierarchy is restricted. For example, it is regulated as it 
cannot peruse regular service although a manager can peruse about customer option top track record 
50a or salesman option top track record 50c, or regular service can peruse only a self thing, although 
a manager can peruse all the members 1 thing about 50f of percentage pay. This is for preventing 
abuse of data. 

[0020] Drawing 5 is the flow chart which showed actuation of the wireless settlement terminal 1, and 
expresses the procedure performed by the control section 37 of drawing 3 . Hereafter, based on 
drawing 5 , actuation of the settlement system using the wireless settlement terminal 1 is explained. 
[0021] A door-to-door-selling member carries the wireless settlement terminal 1, and visits a 
customer. At the home 10 which is a visiting place, a door-to-door-selling member turns on the 
wireless settlement terminal 1. then, the display 22 of the wireless settlement terminal 1 ~ an initial 
screen ~ table ** - last (step SI) . Although illustration is omitted, three menus, "goods enquiry", 
"goods sale", and "perusal according to hierarchy", are displayed on this initial screen. 
[0022] A door-to-door-selling member chooses "goods enquiry" with the menu of an initial screen to 
know the data about the goods which he is going to sell, and the goods which received the inquiry 
from the customer (step S2). If this selection is performed, the wireless settlement terminal 1 will be 
connected to a server 7 through a base transceiver station 2 and a network 3 from the 
communications department 35 (step S3). Next, in the wireless settlement terminal 1, if the quotient 
lot number number of the goods for which it is going to refer from the key stroke section 30 is 
inputted (step S4), the goods concerning door to door selling will be specified, and access to a server 
7 will be performed. 

[0023] In a server 7, the area of the goods data 40 in data file 7a is searched based on the quotient lot 
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number number which received, and the goods data 40a-40f of the corresponding quotient lot 
number number are transmitted to the wireless settlement terminal 1 through a network 3. The 
transmitted goods data 40a-40f are received in the communications department 35 of the wireless 
settlement terminal 1 (step S5), and the prices of the goods concerned, an inventory, time for 
delivery, the contents of a catalog, etc. are displayed on a display 22 based on these data (step S6). 
[0024] Drawing 6 and drawing 7 show the screen of the display 22 at this time. In drawing 6 , a trade 
name, a quotient lot number number, an inventory, a price, and time for delivery are displayed in 
written form. If the screen of drawing 6 is changed to degree screen, it will change to the screen of 
drawing 7 and the photograph of goods etc. will be displayed. If a display 22 is constituted from a 
color liquid crystal display, goods can be displayed in a color. Moreover, as long as the screen 
product of a display 22 is large, you may make it display the screen of drawing 7 on the screen of 
drawing 6 together. 

[0025] A door-to-door-selling member looks at data and the photograph which were displayed on 
this display 22, and goods are explained to a customer or it performs answerback to the question 
from a customer. In addition, data and the photograph which were displayed on drawing 6 and 
drawing 7 can also be printed and printed out in the printing section 34. 
[0026] In order to end enquiry of goods, the predetermined key of the key stroke section 30 is 
pressed, or enquiry termination is chosen on the screen of a display 22 (step S7). After enquiry is 
completed, the screen of a display 22 returns to an initial screen (step SI). 

[0027] Next, a door-to-door-selling member will choose "goods sale" with the menu of an initial 
screen, if a customer consents to the purchase of goods and a sales contract is concluded (step S2). If 
this selection is performed, the wireless settlement terminal 1 will be connected to a server 7 through 
a base transceiver station 2 and a network 3 from the communications department 35 (step S8). 
Then, the number of goods is inputted while inputting the quotient lot number number of the sold 
goods by the key stroke section 30 (step S9) (step S10). The inputted quotient lot number number is 
transmitted to a server 7, and based on the price data (40c of drawing 4 ) sent from a server 7, a 
control section 37 calculates the purchase amount of money, and displays this amount of money on a 
display 22 (step SI 1). 

[0028] Then, if a door-to-door-selling member inserts in the card slit 27 of the wireless settlement 
terminal 1 the cards 8 (a credit card, debit card, etc.) kept for the customer (step SI 2), the recording 
information of a card will be read by the card reader 31. next, the credit which contains the purchase 
amount of money and a personal identification number when a personal identification number is 
inputted by the key stroke section 30 (step SI 3) — enquiry data are transmitted to the settlement-of- 
accounts engine 5 through a network 3 (step SI 4), and it is confirmed in the settlement-of-accounts 
engine 5 whether the purchase amount of money is over the credit limit. 

[0029] a credit — it is transmitted to the wireless settlement terminal 1 , and an error message will be 
carried out to a display 22 (step S20), and the result of enquiry will be completed, if an enquiry result 
is not normal (step SI 5; NO). On the other hand, if an enquiry result is normal (step SI 5; YES), the 
wireless settlement terminal 1 transmits the dealings data which consist of data inputted from the 
data and the key stroke section 30 which were read in the card 8 to a server 7 through a network 3 
(step SI 6). Moreover, the message which directs dispatch of goods is transmitted to the terminal unit 
of the goods dispatch section of the door-to-door-selling firm 6, or a delivery contractor (step SI 7). 
Although a delivery contractor's terminal unit is omitting illustration in drawing 1 , it is connected to 
the network 3. 

[0030] In a server 7, the dealings data 41 ( drawing 4 ) sent from the wireless settlement terminal 1 
are stored in data file 7a, and the data (50a-50d) of 40d of inventories of the goods data 40 or the 
perusal data 50 classified by hierarchy are updated based on this dealings data 41. Moreover, the data 
42 of the various documents created from the server 7 to the wireless settlement terminal 1 based on 
the dealings data 41 are transmitted. In the wireless settlement terminal 1, this document data 42 is 
received (step SI 8), a predetermined document is printed and published by the printing section 34 
(step SI 9), and a series of actuation is ended. 

[0031] In addition, in the above-mentioned example, although the card 8 is performing dealings 
settlement of accounts in steps S12-S15, cash may be made to perform dealings settlement of 
accounts instead of a card 8. 
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[0032] Next, the procedure in the case of perusing the perusal data 50 classified by hierarchy is 
explained. A door-to-door-selling member chooses "perusal according to hierarchy" with the menu 
of an initial screen (step S2). If this selection is performed, the wireless settlement terminal 1 will be 
connected to a server 7 through a base transceiver station 2 and a network 3 from the 
communications department 35 (step S21). Next, in the wireless settlement terminal 1, the ED 
numbers (personnel number etc.) of a door-to-door-selling member are inputted from the key stroke 
section 30 (step S22), and a password is entered continuously (step S23). These input data is 
transmitted to a server 7 from the communications department 35. 

[0033] Then, the perusal item transmitted from the server 7 is displayed on a display 22 (step S24). 
Drawing 8 shows the display screen of the display 22 at this time. Corresponding to the perusal data 
50 classified by hierarchy of data file 7a, a customer option top track record, a quotient assortment 
sales track record, a salesman option top track record, a branch option top track record, a hot-selling- 
line-of-goods list, and percentage pay are displayed on this screen as a menu. 
[0034] In addition, although all the items of the perusal data classified by hierarchy are displayed in 
drawing 8 , these display items are alternatively displayed according to the hierarchy (position and 
rank) of a door-to-door-selling member. A hierarchy can distinguish from the entered password. That 
is, if a password is the thing of regular service, the item by which perusal was permitted only to high 
order jobs, such as a manager, will not be displayed. 

[0035] If the item which wants to peruse a door-to-door-selling member is chosen (step S25) and 
data (for example, a customer code, a branch code, etc.) required for perusal are inputted (step S26), 
these will be transmitted to a server 7. In a server 7, data file 7a is searched, applicable data are 
extracted, and this is transmitted to the wireless settlement terminal 1 . In the wireless settlement 
terminal 1, it is displayed on a display 22 that the contents receive the perusal data from a server 7 
(step S28). (step S27) 

[0036] Drawing 9 and drawing 10 show the display screen of the display 22 at this time. Drawing 9 
is the screen of a customer option top track record, and data, such as a customer name, a proceeds 
frame of whenever [ this month ], sales items, and a payment situation, are displayed. Drawing 10 is 
the screen of percentage pay and data, such as a salesman's name, a proceeds frame of whenever 
[ this month ], the amount of a salary of whenever [ this month / when it calculated from the 
proceeds frame ] (percentage pay), and a provision day, are displayed. 

[0037] In order to end the perusal according to hierarchy, the predetermined key of the key stroke 
section 30 is pressed, or perusal termination is chosen on the screen of a display 22 (step S29). After 
perusal is completed, the screen of a display 22 returns to an initial screen (step SI). 
[0038] Thus, according to the above-mentioned wireless settlement system, when "goods sale" is 
chosen with the menu of the wireless settlement terminal 1, the usual dealings settlement of accounts 
can be performed, and when "goods enquiry" or "perusal according to hierarchy" is chosen, the data 
about sale of goods data and others can be referred to. Therefore, a door-to-door-selling member can 
take out the data which only carry one wireless settlement terminal 1, and need it at any time, and 
can carry out selling business smoothly. 

[0039] In addition, in drawing 5 , although two functions, goods enquiry and the perusal according to 
hierarchy, are given to the wireless settlement terminal 1, only one of functions may be given. 
Moreover, goods data may be included in the perusal data of the perusal according to hierarchy. In 
this case, what is necessary is just to enable it to peruse goods data regardless of a hierarchy (for a 
password to be unnecessary). 

[0040] Drawing 1 1 is drawing having shown the wireless settlement system concerning other 
operation gestalten of this invention. With this operation gestalt, the dealings terminal 62 of the store 
61 which sells goods, and the stock control terminal 64 of the goods warehouse 63 are connected to 
the network 3 on radio through the base transceiver station 2. In addition, two or more stores 61 and 
goods warehouses 63 are formed for every base. Since others are the same as that of the system of 
drawing 1 , the same sign is given to the same part as drawing 1 , and explanation of a duplication 
part is omitted. 

[0041] In the system of drawing 1 1 , the dealings terminal 62 is the POS terminal of for example, a 
wireless type, and transmits dealings data to a server 7 through a base transceiver station 2 and a 
network 3. Moreover, the stock control terminal 64 is the wireless type handy terminal equipped 
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with the bar code reader which reads the bar code of goods, and transmits inventory data to a server 
7 through a base transceiver station 2 and a network 3. A server 7 updates the contents of data file 7a 
based on the dealings data from the wireless settlement terminal 1 and the dealings terminal 62, and 
the inventory data from the stock control terminal 64. 

[0042] As a stock control terminal 64, as shown in drawing 12 , what connected the bar code reader 
65 to the wireless settlement terminal 1 by the cable 66 can also be used. In this case, a bar code 
reader 65 is connected to the interface 33 ( drawing 3 ) of the wireless settlement terminal 1, and the 
key which changes a settlement-of-accounts function and a stock control function is prepared in the 
key stroke section 30 of the wireless settlement terminal 1. If it does in this way, the wireless 
settlement terminal 1 can be used also as a stock control terminal. 

[0043] According to the system of drawing 1 1 , in a server 7, the data in each base of a visiting 
place, a store, and a warehouse are manageable unitary. And since dealings data and inventory data 
are transmitted to real time from each base to a server 7 and renewal of data file 7a is performed, a 
door-to-door-selling member can always anywhere always obtain the newest data by accessing to a 
server 7 with the wireless settlement terminal 1 . 

[0044] This invention was mentioned above and also various gestalten can be used for it. For 
example, with the above-mentioned operation gestalt, although the Internet was mentioned as the 
example as a network 3, not only this but a dedicated line may be used, or the circuit of a 
communication satellite or CATV may be used. Moreover, with the above-mentioned operation 
gestalt, although the information processing engine 4 is made to intervene between a network 3, the 
settlement-of-accounts engine 5, and the door-to-door-selling firm 6, the information processing 
engine 4 may omit. Moreover, although the store 61, the network 3, and a warehouse 63 and a 
network 3 are connected with drawing 1 1 on radio, respectively, you may also connect these with a 
cable. 
[0045] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to this invention, since a door-to-door-selling member not only 
can perform dealings settlement of accounts with one equipment, but can refer to the required data 
about sale at any time, smooth selling activities can be promoted.
